last 


year. 


Three million were injured. 
Of 


these 3000 were hurt so severely that 
they never were able to go back to 
work. 


This means that 80 ' men 
were 


killed every working day last year 
or ten every hour in an eight-hour 
day. 


Ten thousand were hurt every day, 


ten of them permanently incapaci- 
tated. 


These figures are estimates of the 


Bureau of Labor Statistics, United 
States Department of Labor. Actual 
figures can not be had, for seven 
staes do 
not 
report accidents or 


fatalities and others are slow about 
reporting. 


But the skilled statisticians of the 


Labor Department who have been 
studying industrial 
accidents 
for 


years can make a very close estimate 
just as life insurance statisticians 
can tell you when you're likely to 
die.
